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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the guideways of claim 1 and the 
flexible torque transfer shaft of claim 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 
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Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 1, [0002], 
line 10, "the" should be inserted before "longitudinal". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1 and 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1, on line 4, "which" should apparently be "said". On line 

In claim 3, on line 2, "push/pull" should be "push and pull". On lines 3-4, "a transfer 
means" should apparently be "the transfer means" to refer back to the initial recitation in claim 2. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by De Gaillard. 

De Gaillard (6,568,732 B2) discloses a protective device for a motor vehicle comprising 
a flat sheet 9 which is movably supported between a compactly rolled-up rest position (Figure 2) 
and a pulled-out deployed position (Figure 1). The flat sheet 9 is supported over its pull-out path 
in guideways 8 in the sides of the vehicle, whereby a drive system 17, 18 is associated with the 
flat sheet 9 on opposite sides thereof, the drive systems being synchronously driven by a 
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synchronization means (Figure 3), wherein the two drive systems are connected to one another 
through a mechanical synchronization gearing assembly 20, 20, 21 . 

With regard to claim 2, the synchronization gearing assembly 20, 20, 21 has an elongated 
transfer means 20, 20 coupled to the two drive systems. 

With regard to claim 3, a flexible push-pull means 20, 20 is provided as a transfer means. 

With regard to claim 4, a flexible torque transfer shaft is provided and is coupled to drive 
shafts 18, 18 of the drive systems.
